Riots break out across Tehran; 2 killed 


TEHRAN, Dec. 24 (Agen- 
cies) — Anti-Sbati and anti- 
American rioting broke out 
across Tehran Sunday and 
witnesses said troops shot and 
killed two persons during a 
demonstration by several hun- 
dred youths outside the U.S- 
embassy. 

Hundreds of oxber demons- 
trators surged through down- 
town streets, skirmishing with 
soldiers and police officers. 
Troops used heavy amounts, of 
tear gas as the demonstrators 
rushed quickly from Wock to 
block- 

Witnesses at the UJS. em- 
bassy said rioters burned an 
automobile in front of tbe 
building and tried unsuccess- 
fully to enter the building. 

Elsewhere, demonstrators in 
the downtown area set refuse 
on fire and massed in chanting 
groups until police and sol- 
di era gathered to disperse 
them. 

The demonstrations were the 
big gest ia the Iranian capital 
since several hundred thou- 
sand protesters marched 
against: the rule of the Shah 
on Dec. 2. The last major riot- 
ing was Dec. 10, when nine 
demonstrators were killed by 
security forces.

Ismail during a political raky in Port Said and broadcast by 

Caro radio. . . 

“Tbe Israelis have to know that we are not seeking peace 
out of despair," Sadat's message said. 

Meanwhile, Defense Minister Kamal Hassan Aii declared 
jn a televised interview that the Egyptian armed forces will be 
strengthened “with a view to living up to our defense^ com- 
mitments toward the Arab world and Africa, if need be. 

“If we are not strong enough, we stand to . lose part of 
our territory and squander our rights.’* he said. “Egypt’s mili- 
tary strategy calls for strength, to promote and protect tbe ove- 
all peace that we all cherish.” . 

He said that Egypt wili pursue its five-year-old policy 
of cKversifymg its sources of weaponry “rather than rely ex- 
clusively on the Soviets.” 

For this, he said, Egypt will continue to obtain weapons 
from the United . States and West European countries while 
carrying on Hs own Arab-financed anus production. 

Like Sadat, Aii criticized some unearned Israeli leaders 
for “their inability to appreciate the virtues of comprebensilve 
peace m (he Middle East.” But he added that there are some 
leaders in ite Jewish state who are “enough enlightened to 
value the nature of the upcoming peace treads.” 

Aii credited U.S. President Jimmy Carter’s administration 
for endeavoring to “Jay down the basis of a solid, rightful 
and just peace” in the Middle East 

Acting Foreign Minister Buteos Ghah also was quoted by 
tbe weekly imgaaine “October” as telling Arab ambassadors 
in Cairo «hai “Egypt has rejected temptations by Israel” to 
sign a separate peace treaty.

January SALT summit

BRUSSELS. Dec. 24 (R) — 
American officials Sunday all 
but ruled out a mid-January 
summit between President Car- 
ter and 'Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev following the latest 
round of strategic arms limita- 
tion talks in Geneva. 

At least two issues of subs- 
tance remained unresolved after 
nearly IS hours of talks stret- 
ched over three days between 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko, a Carter 
administration official said. 

These would have to be re- 
solved through diplomatic 
channels. In view of the 
obstacles, which the official 
would not identify more pre- 
cisely, it would be surprising 
if a summit cbu(£, uV lield in 
mid-January, he said. * 

The two men decided in 
principle on a summit but no. 
date was mentioned. Gromyko 
Sunday returned to Moscow, 
while Vance left Geneva Satur- 
day for talks with Egyptian 
and Israeli leaders in Brussels. 

The mid-January summit 
date was suggested by Presi- 
dent Carter, assumiag a SALT 
pact could have been wrapped 


up in the latest vance-Uromyko 
meeting. 

Aides said Vance was dis- 
appointed with the outcome of 
the Geneva meeting, which he 
had hoped would mark the end 
of six years of tough negotia- 
tions. 

The talks were unexpectedly 
extended to a third day Satur- 
day. but even the additional 
7^- hours of talks failed* to 
settle all the remaining diffe- 
rences. 

Asked what went wrong the 
administration official said two 
new issues were introduced into 
the talks. In addition, some 
of the issues already on the 
table turned out to be much 
more complex and difficult 
than had been anticipated, the 
official said. He would not ela- 
borate. 

The official was asked to ex- 
plain tbe discrepancy between 
optimistic predictions of a vir- 
tual agreement on Friday night 
and Saturday's inconclusive re- 
sults. 

He said the Soviet attitude 
at the final day of talks had 
been less forthcoming than in 
the first two days, but he said 
he didn’t know why.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 24 (R) 
— S u pporters of former In- 
dian Prime Minister Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi -went on the 
rampage in Bjgmbay Sunday, 
burning buses, cars and ston- 
ing suburban trains. 

But few violent incidents 
were reported from the rest of 
the country as the nation- 
wide agitation over Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s arrest last Tuesday gene- 
rally subsided. 

So far 19 people have been 
kOJed and nearly 100,000 ar- 
rested in the riots. 

Road traffic in Bombay was 
virtually crippled as group 5 
.of her wing of the Congress 
Party attacked bases, trains 
and cars and forced shops and 
factories to dose down. 

Three buses and two cars 
were burnt and some 300 
bases damaged by stones. Po- 
lice cane-cha^ged mobs 4t 
several places. 

In the city of Amritsar in 
Punjab, state. Mrs. Gandhi's 
supporters hammered bugs 
nails into a cricket pitch and 


engraved slogans on it con- 
demning her arrest. 

At Nell ore in Andhra Pra- 
desh state in the south ruled 
by her Congress Party, two 
explosions damaged a railway 
track and disrupted train traf- 
fic, the Press Trust of Incfia 
CPTO news agency said. 

Mrs. Gandhi was expefied 
from the tower house (Lok 
Sabhfll of parliament and jad- 
ed for breach of privilege and 
contempt of parliament last 
Tuesday. 

She was found guilty of ha- 
rassing officials collecting in- 
formation for parliament on 
her son San jay’s project to 
manufacture cars in 1975 wfaen 
she was premier. 

The move sparked rioting 
across India as her wing of the 
Congress Party launched a 
“frIMhe-jafls" campaign. 

Mrs. Gandhi will be releas- 
ed as soon as the Lok Sakha 
is prorogued, which is expect- 
ed in the next two or three 
days.

By Farouk Luqman 
JEDDAH, Dec. 24 — A 
comlninee of Saudi experts is 
wording oa what some of Us 
leading members call a “stra- 
tegy? for the King Abdul Aziz 
Museum in Jeddah, which will 
tell the story of the city since 
earliest times. 

Although the project is still 
in the planning stages, a num- 
ber of objects have already 
been collected and are being 
stored in the central library of 
King Abdul Aziz University. ^ 
Speaking to “Arab News" 


Sunday, Dr. Abbas Tashkandi, 
dean of the university library 
and a leading member of the 
committee, said that the items 
that will form the nucleus of 
the museum were donated by 
Mayor Muhammad Said Fa- 


nsu 


The Farisi bequest consists of 
64 objects ranging from fire- 
anus, swords, enormous coffee 
pots, old stamps and stone ins- 
criptions. The government 
has donated the old Khozam 
Palace, which was built by 


King Abdul Aziz soon after 
the creation of the Kingdom 
in the 1930s. 

Situated behind the new 
water tower on Mina road, the 
palace will be extensively re- 
novated. 

Mecca Governor Prince Fa- 
waz is the chairman of the 
committee, which includes Dr. 
Abdul Majed Dagbisriui, 
chairman of the supreme co- 
ordination committee of the 
Jeddah municipality and a pro- 
fessor at the university and 
Sheikh Muhammad Abdullah

The place chosen for them 
is the old terminal at the air- 
port — the oldest airport in 
Saudi Arabia. The maritime 
museum will be aboard one of 
two old hulks which will be 
restored and moored by the 
Lorniche. 

These projects may take up 
to two years before they are 
open to the public. Dr. Tash- 
kandi said. “For the civil avia- 
tion and maritime museums, we 
shall work closely with the De- 
partment of Civil Aviation and 
the Saudi Port Authority.” he 
said. 

All the members of the 
committee are voiunteers, but 
oace the project is completed 
there will be full-lime profes- 
sionals in charge, they said.: 
The project has no budget. The 
palace will be restored by the 
municipality or some big com- 
pany that has substantial con- 
tracts in the city.

The Dudtnan account, copy- 
righted by the "Si. Louis Post 
Despatch ", did not give any 
details of Caldwells death. It 
said. that, a gunman armed with 
a pistol and submachine “fired 
three shots at me from dose 
range- Moments earlier, a gun- 
man, possibly the same man, 
pointed a pistol at Becker but 
did loot shoot." 

“Becker was the first to no- 
doe; one of the introducers," 
cbe Sc Louis correspondent 
wrote. “Hearing shots, she 
stepped from her first-floor 
room and found herself face 
to face with, a young man 
in a black T-shirt armed with 
a pistol, a submachine gun and 
wearing a bandolier.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24 (AP)

ister Teng Hsiao-ping has 
been named man of the year 
for 1978 by “Time "the Ameri- 
can magazine. 

Its selection for the title 
came hard on the heels of 
President Garter's dramatic 
announcement last week that 
the United States would nor- 
majize relations with the 
Peoples’s Republic of China 
Jan. 1. 

Teng, 74. is scheduled to 
visit this country on Jan. 29. 
It will mark the first such <ri- 
sit to the United States by a 
high-level Chinese official since 
the Communists took power on 
the mainland in 1949. 


The magazine described 
Teng. also vice-chairman of 
China's Communist Party and 
army chief of staff, as “tough, 
abrasive, resilient, (he) has 
made more political comebacks 
than Richard Nixon.” 

“As a party member for 
more than 50 years and a ve- 
teran of Mao's original Long 
March, he also possesses a 
mora? authority that no other 
Chinese leader can command, 
an authority based partly on 
his refusal to bow lo the poli 
tical winds of the past two 
decades." “Time** said in its 
Jan. 1 issue. 

Time also cited Teng as a 
man with “tremendous enter- 
prise” who has poshed to end 
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China's isolation and bring 
the world’s oldest continuous 
civilization into step with the 
2lst century. 

Tbe select on of Teng as 
man of the year represents the 
first time an Asian has been 
picked since 1938. when Ge- 
neralissimo and Machine 
Gtaing Kai-shek were cho- 
sen.

The con- 
ference came out with a security plan to separate the countless 
“waning factions.” k demanded, and received, assurances from 
ott sides that they wfil give every -possible cooperation to the 
gowtaaraent of Fneskteot Sarkis to help cany out the plan. 

But the promises and assurances were forgotten as soon as 
-the las* foreoga minster was out of the country, and fibs 
adversaries settled back to the established bloody and vicious 
norm. ' 

The fottow-jop committee formed to supervise the kn- 
ptameotatsoQ of ifae security plan has also had its share of 
“cooperation” with its central figure in hospital with shrapnel 
wounds received during yet another ieaxnc&ntidn attempt. 

Lebanese leaden have repeated that peace in Lebanon 
is part and pared of a oongMchendve Middle East peace — an 
aegizneat that conies ccnriderahle weight. But peace to 
Lebanon — with, or without a general Mvdeast setttemexft — 
is O'WtpoGielnnagty a Lebanese affair. As tong as Lebanon, 
and Lebanese poUacxans continue to look no further than their 
gnmedBatc end relative gains, tranquility and stability in the 
oourrtry wall remain a scarce commodity. 

But in fairness, it must also be said that non-Lebanese 
factors have had a catalytic efiect to giving the conflict fee 
proportions it acquired. Lebanon was seen by different par- 
ties, and for dfffi g eqt reasons, as an opportunity to settle old 
scores, to build new alliances, or as a stepping stone to con- 
troHing events in the area as a whole. The diversity of in- 
terests and oootredktions to a country that has more than 
-its fair shore of them, has added fuel to the fire, and the 
sooner a settlement is left to its Beateddto guarantors, the 
better. 


Cuban ‘surplus’

HAVANA — 

Pedro Fuentes, a former 
political prisoner, sat in ' the 
Havana airport terminal re- 
cently waiting for the flight 
that would take him out of 
Cuba for the first time in 17 
years. 

Every few minutes, a group 
of his friends standing on the 
sidewalk outside banged on the 
terminal -window. Each time, 
Fuentes walked over and, sepa- 
rated from them by a wall of 
glass, joined them in a silent 
conversation using the broad 
gestures of the sign language 
they bad once used to com- 
municate a cross prison yards. 

“X don’t like to see them 
like that,” he said of his bon 
voyage committee outside, “it’s 
tike they're stiU in jail.” 
-Fuentes, 39,. was traveling 
that night as the former pris- 
oners’ emissary to Venezuela, 
where the government has of- 
fered to admit at least 1,500 
of approximately 12,000 for- 
mer political prisoners Presi- 
dent Fidel Castro recently said 
are now eligible to leave the 
country. 

Most of the ex-prisoners and 
■their families, including him- 
self, Fuentes said, would ra- 
ther go to the United Stales. 
But the United States, be said, 
“does not seem to want them.” 
UA consular officials here 
say that is not true ‘ Nearly all 
the ex-prisoners, most of whom 
have relatives or other spoa- 
son ia the United States, are 
ejjgjhte for U.S. immigration- 
But it will take time. The 
Justice Department recently an- 
nounced a special refugee pro- 
cam to speed the immigration 
of up to 3,500 current pnson- 
ers Castro has also autoonzed 
ST leave the country.

As Europe sees the U.S.

MUNICH — 
Though the sun has no 
warmth on a bright Decem- 
ber Saturday, the throngs of 
shoppe re amble through the' 
booths of the market in the 
central squares and through 
the stylish shops here as if it 
were a summer day. 

As in Pare and West Ber- 
lin, everyone you see on the 
street seems to be prosperous. 
The crowds are well-dressed. 
Furs abound. Most of the cars 
are spanking new. And, the 
windows are chockfui of ex- 
pensive goods- It is a sobering 
experience for the American 
visitor, whose instinct in Eu- 
rope these days is to keep his 
dollars in Ins pocket, for they 
-buy so little. 

Keeping Europe’s very tan- 
gible prosperity intact is on the 
mind of every government, po- 
litical and business leader I 
have met with on this trip. 
Most also seem to spend a 
good deal of time thinking — 
and worrying — about the 
United States. Because of 
America's vest size economi- 
cally, every sneeze in Washing- 
ton has the potentiality of gi- 
ving Western Europe a case 
of pneumonia. In self-defense, 
the West Germans and the 
French are leading their neigh- 
bors into a new monetary 
union. 


Europeans are used to see- 
ing things in a global pers- 
pective — certainly more than 
U.S. politicians seem to. Pos- 
sibly because of their cons- 
ciousness of the size of the 
U.S. economy, plus the fact 
that they_ live in the shadow 


of Soviet military might, the 
Western Europeans tend more 
and more to stick together and 
also to reach out far and wide 
for new markets and political 
arrangements that will improve 
their security. 

in the United States you 
might think the governor of a 
large inland state would be 
concerned mostly with local 
and regional matters. I have 
no doubt that Franz-Josef 
Strauss, minister president of 
Bavaria (equivalent to a state 
governor) is concerned about 
such dungs, but in my meet- 
ing with him the only topic 
purely Bavarian was ihe deli- 
cious breakfast The discussion 
moved from one continent to 
another, back and forth, as 
complex international relations 
were explored. Strauss had 
just returned from a NATO 
meeting in Lisbon, but his ca- 
lendar tod also included meet- 
ings with. Leonid Brezhnev and 
China's Teng Hsiao- ping. And 
scarcely a political "hot spot” 
on the globe has failed to get 
his intense and studious atten- 
tion. This warm and vigorous 
leader of the Christian Social 
Union (partners in the opposi- 
tion coalition with the Chris- 
tian Democrats) is very much 
bfa own man, but he does 
share in common with other 
German leaders I met — 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, 
opposition leader Helmut Kohl 
and Economics Minister Otto 
Graf Lambsdorff, for example 
— the faculty of seeing his 
country's policies and economy 
in a much larger context.

its passage vital: others think 
it will cripple the United States 
and Western Europe from get- 
ting some kind of practical 
control of the Soviet Union's 
vastly superior tactical forces 
and the “gray area” weapons 
(such as the SS-20 rocket which 
is capable of destroying every 
city from Peking to London). 
Europeans are quick to point

KIMPESE, Zaire — 
Hundreds of Angolans in 
■pitiful condition arrive every 
month in this region of Bas- 
Zairo near the Angolan bor- 
ders in a struggle for survival 
which often ends in miserable 
refugee camps or death. 

They boost the estimated 
number of 550,000 refugees 
already living in Zaire. 


Father De Munck, a Bel- 
gian priest in Kimpese. who 
works with the refugees, said 
they brave the Angolan bush 
at night to avoid attacks by 
aimed forces of toe Popular 
Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola (MPLA). 

He said they often spend 
months in hiding before arri- 
ving- in Zaire, some are fired 
upon and die as they flee, 
others arrive wounded with lit- 
tle ex- no belongings and are 
near starvation.

said. 

According to United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refu- 
gees (UNHCR) estimates, there 
are more than 100,000 Angolan 
refugees living in the Cataract 
area. 


In toe intervening months 
.toe refugees are given 21 kilos 
of food each per month, main- 
ly consisting of cereal, beans, 
oil, nrifk, fish, sugar and salt. 
The UNHCR and toe refugee* 
hope to be self- s u pport ing 
within two veaxs. 


Major Kamu D'Almedia, the 
Angolan charge d’affairs in 
Zaire was recently quoted by 
the official Zairian News Agen- 
cy, Azap, as saying that 2,000 
Angolan refugees wanted to 
return home and that [tons for 
repatriation bad been arranged-

Writers who wished to deal 
sympathetically with Arab 
views have faced difficulties in 
dw West first in finding pub- 
lishers and then findin g an 
audience. The situation continu- 
ed largely unabated until 1973 , 
when the Syrian and Egyptian 
armies gave an honorable ac- 
count of themselves against 
Israel in the Ramadan War 
and the Arab oil embargo per- 
suaded readers, particularly in 
the U.S., that Anjfi? opinion 
might be wordsjr listening to. 
after alL 

1973 at least paved the way 
for a less hysterically hostile 
bearing of the Arab case. One 
of the latest book to fill the 
void of information which suit 
exists is David Hirst’s The Gun 
and the Olive Branch. 

l he response ot this excellent 
book has been less than en- 
couraging; it is reliably report- 
ed thar , in the U.S., major 
newspapers and magazines have 
not mustered the courage to re- 
view it. 1973 may have been 
a watershed in literature about 
the Arab world, and in parti- 
cular about the Palestine proo- 
lem, but there is no gainsaying 
the potency of the Israeli lobby 
— notably in America — one 
of whose aims has been to 
thwart rational discussion 
oz the Palestine problem. With- 
out reviews to whet potential 
customers’ appetites lor inter- 
national scandal, bookstores 


will not stock copies oi a 
book, and libraries will not buy 
it. this continues to be the 
fate ot almost all attempts to ■ 
explore the Palestinian dilem- 
ma from any point of view 
more sympaineuc to the dis- 
placed Palestinians than, say, 
Christopher Sykes' Crossroads 
to Israel; it is only morally 
palsied tomes like James A 
Michenet’s The Source which 
risk rising to the Best Seilers’ 
list 

What Hirst gives in his poli- 
tical survey of Zionism and 
twentieth century Palestine Is as 
clear, succinct, and convincing 
a statement of Palestinian grie- 
vances as one could hope to 
find in English. 

Hirst writes with great au- 
thority. He has been “The 
Guardian V* correspondent in 
the Middle East for more than 
a decade, a position in which 
he has earned a reputation for 
conscientious reporting, sup- 
ported by solid research and 
intelligent assessme nt It is these 
qualities winch he brings to 
bear in The Gun. The book is 
copiously footnoted, an aid to 
the serious reader which is no 
way detracts from the pleasure 
of Hirst’s lucid prose. One of 
the virtues of the book is its 
bonding of sheer readability 
and documentation. It combines 
wft with the sort of Hterate. 
drily scathing passion one 
associates with the best of 


British journalism. 

The author has done his 
homework: Each incident re- 
counted in the book is more 
than adequately researched- 
Hirst knows and commands a 
vast array of sources, many of 
them primary. His references 
include the most reputable 
journals and newspapers in 
Israel, the Arab states, and the 
UJC. This text of 340 pages is 
perhaps more complete in its 
analysis of violence — “indi- 
vidual and spontaneous, or 
large-scale and state-sponsored; 
a selective assassination or an 
indiscriminate massacre of in- 
nocents" — than any other 
book to be found at the same 
level of accessibility, it is, to 
stint praise, compulsive read- 
ing. 

The title of the book is 
adapted from Yasser Arafat’s 
speech to the U.N. General As- 
sembly which concluded with 
the utterance: 

"Today 1 have come bear- 
ing an olive branch and a 
freedom fighter’s gun. Do 
not Let the olive branch 
fail from my hand.” 

Hirst’s presentation is 
"straightforward and chronolo- 
gical”, providing an Ariadne's 
thread winding through the 
labyrinth of Palestinian history 
from which a self-supportive 
block of time has been excis- 
ed. Beginning with a brief sur- 
vey of Zionist origins at the 
end of the Iasi century. Hirst 
rapidly Lurns his attention to

the British Mandate-which he 
deals with in 00 pages— refresh- 
ingly un burdened with the sen- 
timentality Urn cloys other, 
less professional, treatments ot 
this jingoistic era. His next two 
chapters are concerned with 
the more spectacular and me- 
thodical violence oi 1940*49, 
in which Jewish para-mifkary 
groups like the Haganab and 
terrorist gangs like the Irgun 
pitted their lethal skills first 
against the British and then 
against - the Palestinians. The 
hallmark of Hirst’s account 
here, as 'elsewhere, is his abi- 
lity to unearth details, statistics, 
and quotations which one has 
not seen before, even in inci- 
dents (such as the assassina- 
tion of Count Beraadoue) 
which are well-known and weti- 
documeoted. His handling of 
less well- advertised toul play 
such as the AJjyah of the Iraqi 
Jews rests on material nut rea- 
dily available to a Western 
including publications 
such as Black Panther, an Is- 


raeli magazine where a lull 
account of Israeli machinations 
to stampede Iraqi Jews out of 
their homes appeared a few 
years ago* 

The colonialist nature of the 
Israeli state, the paranoia and 
the territorial greed which are 
-the most sallern facets oi. Zio- 
nist mentality form the subject 
of Hirst's chapters six and 
seven. The book concludes with 
an account of the Palestinian 
Diaspora's counter-violence, 
of the June War oi 1967, when 
words like the reverse acronym 
Fateh and Fedayeeo entered 
the vocabulary of Anglo-Saxon 
newspaper readers for the first 
time. - 

The tenor of The Gim and 
the (lave Branch is overwhelm- 
ingly negative: This is no re- 
tlecuon on the author’s capa- 
city Lo ihink in constructive 
terms but rather on the nature 
of the story he has to teh. "The 
gun, not the oKve branch,” 
Hirst observes, “rules in the 
Middle East.” The past 6U 
years of Palestinian history up- 
beats are depiessingly sparse; 
the coloratura of individual 
Jewish concern for the havoc, 
wrought on the local popula- 


tion is drowned out by a 
basso ustinato of purblind and 
self-serving Zionist purpose. 1 o 
treat such copy in sLyle and 
language which shies clear oi 
indictment does not do it jus- 
tice. If the subject is negative 
per se, then so is the casting 
of the Palestinians’ role in the 
tragedy of their own dispos- 
session: Hirst portrays them as 
a simple, and largely defense- 
less, people whose own resort 
to . violence, first in the riots 
■ and uncoordinated insurrec- 
tions of the 1920’s and ‘30’s, 
and then, after 1959, in the 
fo rmal armed resistance of 
Fateh and its sister organiza- 
tions of the PJLO, came as a 
response to the violence of 
Zionism. The Irgun-styJe at- 
tacks, directed either against 
targets in Israel or against El 
Al aircraft, are treated with a 
sort of contempt by Hirst. Yet 
even with these raids Hirst 
maintains an analytical balan- 
ce. In concluding his- history 
of Black September’s operation 
at Munich in 1972 in which 
11 Israeli athletes participating 
in the Olympic Games were 
killed. Hirst writes: 

“Yet there was opinion 

which, in spite, or perhaps 


because, of the barbarism 
of Munich, argued that 
desperate men must have 
desperate reasons for do- 
ing what they do. That 
was the kind of response 
for which the Black Sep- 
tember hoped." 

Do the author's sympathies 
make it impossible for him to 
write an objective history of 
the Palestine problem? Every- 
thing depends, in answering 
such a question, on that mo- 
dish word, “objective”. What 
is to be understood as objec- 
tivity in the context of the 
Arab-I&raeli dispute, or the 
■Palestine question from which 
that dispute arises? if it is to 
mean six ounces of PR for the 
Israeli point of view to half 
a dozen for the Palestinian, 
then Hirst is emphatically not 
objective: His individual, ato- 
mised portraits of the likes of 
Meoahem Begin, ex-fuehrer of 
the Irgun and one of the two 
most recent recipients of the 
Nobd Peace Prize, are unflat- 
tering. His dissection of Zio- 
nist policy is merciless. The 
space allotted to inter- Arab 
tensions and the shortcomings 
of the PLO is much more 
limited. But this brevity main- 
tains the perspective- which is 


ooo 0f the mart admirable fen- 
lure* of the bunk, end ihe 
bonus test ot objectivity, 

In his own preface, Hirst 
addresses himself to the out- 
rage which his compendium of 
violence, particularly Zionist 
violence, would certainly pro* 
voke; 

“Doubtless the first impulse 
of many readers, friends 
of Israel, will be to cry 
that if ever there were 
prejudice and propaganda 
it is here. But upon ma- 
turer reflection they will, 
come to another conclu- 
sion: that the literature 
hitherto available to them, 
particularly if they are 
Americans, has been over- 
whelmingly Zionisr in sym- 
pathy or inspiration. It is 
therefore only right and 
proper that the balance be 
redressed, the other side 
of the story told." 

Hirst rebels, with an elan 
which is ever controlled, aga- 
inst the acceptance of an io- 
■ justice mantled in red herrings 
and hypocrisy. His book deser- 
ves a far wider audience than 
it is likely to get. 
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Wartime eavesdroppers swap secrets

LONDON — Ultra, as many people wJi know by now, 
was the cover-name given to Aided intdlrgeoce derived from 
the deciphered signals of Gennao. army, air and naval com- 
mands during World War II. But <q the interest and excite- 
ment aroused by the ‘‘revetedoos" about the success of this 
operation, few will have stopped to ask how successful the ■ 
aryp<og 2 taphens on the ‘.other side had been. 

In fact Genmen cryptographtrs were regutariy reading 
British naval codes from the outbreak of the war tifl weti in 
1943, and if the Battle of the Atlantic was won later that year, 
largely because the British experts at Blettihfey Park, tbss - secret 
heatdquarien near London, were able to break the U-boat 
code, it had very nearly been tost earlier on because the Ger- 
mans were rearing the codes used by the convoys. 

This, at any rate, was the consensus of a recent iaterna- 
uonal conference on W/T intelligence in World War II beW 
to Germany. It was a curious coirfrontation of Work! War 
II adversaries. whenfor.faiErcfc)* A&ed inJtditi- 

gsnee officers a net cotranuDicatians experts — British, Ameri- 
can, Canadians and a Pole — lived it aU over again with their 
German opposite numbers. 

For the first two days the practitioners dscussed the 
technical aspects before an audience of over 500 — an indication 
of the enormous interest the German nation stiB has in military 
matters. 

They were mostly former members of the Wefaxnacbt 
and included top-ranking officers of all three services, whose 
signals, incidentally, bad been regularly deciphered at Btetebley 
Park 35 years ago. One old Luftwaffe general turned out to 
be as unconq>rom'smg and peppery as we remembered his 
war-time messages u> have been. 

The object of the conference — sponsored by universty 
bodies, publishing firms and technical industries — was to 
enable historians to pick the brains of those who had taken 
part in (he inference war before memories — already shaky 
— r failed altogether. K was dearly also hoped to put the 
story of Ultra into perspective. 

The sensational claims made in some recent best-setters 
bad caused people in the United Kingdom and America to ask 
why, if the Allies consistently knew the German order of bat- 
tie on land and at sea as weti as their plans, they did not win 
tbe war sooner. In his own country, as one German hss&orian 
noted, these unqualified statements — often only half truths 
— could well be used by some of Iris contemporaries to build 
up a sort of “Scab in the back." myth, such as was spread 
abroad by Nazi propaganda about Worid War I. 

But cryptographic successes — as already indicated — 
were not all on ooe skfe. It is no<w well known that during 
the North African campaign Montgomery was kept well sup- 
plied WJth timely totomiation, based on Ultra, of Rommel's 
order of baufe and intentions. 

It is less well known that eattier m that campaign Rammed 
was receiving a similar service about British plans from bis 
own W/T intelligence center, who were busy reading the code 
used by the American military attache in Cako. (Service at- 
taches, incidentally, seem to have been particularly vulnerable. 
Tbe Americans were able to read the messages to Tokyo from 
the Japa n es e attache in Berfwi, giving details of German plans . 


and depositions in the West, obKgmgly fed to him by the 
German High Command). 

There was Jink doubt, however in the minds of both 
the Allied and German speakers that the overall output of 
Bfctehley’s comprehensive, harmoniously integrated effort had 
bean markedly superior io that of the German, cryptographic 
establishments, in Germany each of the armed services, the 
Foreign Office and (he Secret Service had its own agency with 
the consequent bureaucratic muddles and jealousies inherent 
in such fragmentation; added to which the Allies used a varie- 
ty of codes, while the Gennans used almost exclusively the 
one Enigma machine, on which British cryptographers could 
concentrate their efforts. 

After two days in Bonn the conference moved to Stuttgart, 
where before a smaller gathering a brave, if inconclusive, ai- 
tempt was made by a pasxd m 30 to assess the impact of 
libra on the course ol the war. The panel — most of whom 
were historians — had little difficulty in showing how Ultra 
toad often been vital in decision-making at the tactical level, 
when on land or at sea commanders had prior knowledge 
from decrypt of the enemy's dispositions and intentions. 

Admittedly there were nearly always other sources of 
information on hand — photo reconnaissance, reports from 
die Resistance and from spies, wireless traffic analysis — but 
Ultra, when available was the 100 per cent reliable basis, with 
which all other forms of intelligence could be related. 

If Ultra did not wjn the war, the conference decided, it 
undoubtedly shortened ic (There was much interesting spe- 
culation on die probable course of the war had che Battle 
of the Atlantic been lost; which might well have been the 
case if Bletchley had. not broken the U-boat code when it did. 
namely just at the moment when the losses to Britain 's. mer- 
chant fleet had become ail but intolerable). But ail agreed that 
in pom* of fact intelligence by itoeif cannot win wars, not 
even battles. 

You still need adequate arms. men. equipment end gen- 
eralship to handle the situation. Early warning that a hundred 
-heavy tanks are heading your way serves little, purpose if you 
only have Home Guard troops to deal with them. 

The conference finished with a word of warning to his- 
torians who now hoped to write the definitive history of the 
war and include in it their own re-assessment of the general- 
ship of commanders on both sides. The bulk of Ultra docu- 
ments, it was podn i©d out, are still under wraps, and you can- 
not complete a jig-saw puzzle when more than half of the 
pieces are still missing. 

No material concerning the Battle of Britain, the North 
African Campaign, the landings in Sicily and at Anzio has 
so far been released to the general public — only to the for- 
tunate historians still at work on the official history of intel- 
ligence In World War II. Their first volume, due for publica- 
tion in the spring, is eagerly awaited, not only by those who 
only recently learned about Ultra, but also by tjit«e who. be- 
cause of the passage of time and of the imposed secrecy, have 
forgotten much of what they knew. 

. One final question raised by an American historian re 
mained -unanswered: “If Benjamin FrakJrn vras right when 
he said that ‘three may keep a secret, if two are dead.' how 
come the secret of Ultra, known to perhaps 2.000 people was 
kept for over 30 years?" How indeed did so many men and 
women at all ages and from afi stations of Life, resist the temp- 
tation to boast to husband, wife, parent, child or lover about 
what they did in ttoe Great War? 

The odds against breaking the Ultra ciphers were said 
to .be over a million to one; tfae chances of keeping Ultra a 
secret must -have been about die same. (OFNS)

Magnificent Rono dominates athletics year of broken records

NEW YORK. Dec. 24 (AP) 
—Henry Rono. the stoic, sul- 
len-faced Kenyan who runs 
with the ease and precision 
of a metronome, strode to a 
remarkable four world long 
distance records in 1978 in 
one of the incredible perfor- 
mances of track and field his- 
tory. 

The fast -striding. slow-talK- 
ing Rono. a junior at Wash- 
ington State University, broke 
the old records in devastating 
fashion — all within 80 days. 

He hegan his jjdohegirdiling 
assault on April 8 at Berke- 
ley. California, smashing the 
5.000-meter mark hy 4.5 se- 
conds with a time of 13 min- 
utes 8.4 seconds during a col- 
legiate triangular meet. 

Then Rono clipped 3.6 se- 
conds -from the world 3.000- 
meter steeplechase record 
with a docking of 8:05.4 at 
the Northwest regional battle 
in Washington on May 13.

This kind of discrimination 
against foreign businessmen 
may disappear in 1979 unifcer a 
new international code on gov- 
ernment purchasing.

The code could open over 
$50 billion worth of govern- 
ment orders to international 
competition, according to Mor-

Pomeranz said that the new 
accord wHl not repeal the 45 


year old "Buy American" act 
that protects U.S. firms from 
foreign competition for govern- 
ment contracts. Bui the admin- 
istration would have to handle 
it in a new and much more 
liberal way. 

The new code is expected to 
forbid discrimination against 
foreign bidders on government 
contracts.

Salad Hameed, has said that the oil price rise agreed to by 
OPEC last weekend would undermine the development of 
nonaJigned countries unless steps are taken to provide relief. 

The Sri Lankan Foreign Ministry said that Hameed bad 
seat letters to cbe chairman of OPEC and to the foreign min- 
isters of all OPEC countries expressing deep concern at die 
staggered price rise of 44.5 per cent agreed to ai the Abu 
Dhabi meeting, thai averages 10 per cent over 1979.

"It i$ urgent and imperative for them to formulate con- 
crete measures of assistance to the oil importing non-aligned 
and developing countries,” Hameed said.
